pb COMMON use, some word is generally prefixed to 
show what is the commodity exchanged—such as 
* Stock Exchange,” ** Produce Exchange,” etc., etc. 
Cao anyone tell us why our oid-time “Canteen” 
should not be called the “Beer Exchange,” in ac- 
cordance with the custom quoted, or cau they tell 
us the object in changing the name? Perhaps the 
War Department has followed the custom of certain 
Indians who change their names after a fight: a 
small skirmish with the Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union may have caused this sop to be 
thrown tothem. The old name was as appropriate, 
as the new one seems peappeapttate. 
While on this subject, let me call aitention toa 
change that should be made in administering the 
affairs of the Exchange. The Council should not 
have two company commanders as members: under 
existing regulations, these two members being the 
majority, will rarely vote for expending any of the 
profits for new buildings, or repairs or additions to 
old ones,as they want the largest porsible allot 
ments to their company mess funds.

GUARD MANUAL. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


It is to be hoped that the board convened to 
revise the manual of guard duty will be in- 
spired to give us a reliable and consistent guide 
for this important work. The book prepared by 
Capt. Regan is by all means the best one that bas 
ever been in use in this country, and it isa pity 
that it had not bose adopted instead of pomee. 

Tbe attention of the board is invited to the lack 
of respect to the flag shown in a 300, 301 
and 303 of the Kepnon manual, inthe use of un- 
armed men as escorts. This is contrary to the old 
custom of the Service in the Army as well as in the 
Navy rules of our own country and the way it is 
done in other countries. Paragragh 428 Army Re- 
gulations requires us all to salute the flag, 
and ona man-of-war all must uncover when the 
color is raised or lowered; but the present 
mavual gives our National emblem about as little 
respect as possible. 

Again, strike out of the manual the pestenctions 
in paregrapbs Sones whieb require that a sep- 
tinel advance upon an approaching party. It is 
contrary to the old rule, that the post must not be 
vacated for an instant, and will cause trouble oe 
active service. Also strike out the dilareepectful 
* all right” of the corporal of the guard in para- 
graph 143 and elsew OLD GUARD.

-cism of your last editorial on the ‘ Outhwaite bill.» 


It seems to me that in your discussion of the matter 
you miss the main point of the argument. It 
should be discussed as a matter of principle, and 
the personal question left out. So far as personal 
advantage is concerned, it is, broadly, like the 
game of poker whenever ‘as much money is lost as 
is won,’ every time. If the bill becomes a law its 
effects will be bad and far-reaching, mainly by 
reason of the feeling of instability it will produce. 
Those who gain files will be encouraged to favor 
special legislation and the cultivation of ‘pulls.’ 
Those who lose will be inclined to feel that their 
rights, guaranteed to them by a custom in vogue 
since the foundation of the Service, have been 
taken away. A feeling of insecurity and disgust is 
growing as a consequence of the ruthless and arbi- 
trary illegal disbandment of the ‘skeleton’ com- 
panies. The passage of the bill in question will add 
to the growth of this feeling very materially. It 
will moreover greatly intensify and make bitter a 
feeling of rivalry not professional between different 
arms, which is becoming a deal too real for the 
good of the Service. The custom of regimental 
promotion to the grade of captain had obtained 
from the first organization of the Army, and had 
all the force of law, and, as such carried all legal 
guarantees. Certainly from this point of view the 
present proposed legislation is retroactive and ex 
post facto. I believe I am free from personal 
feeling in this matter because my own re- 
tardation or advancement towards a majority would 
be so slightly affected as to be hardly worth count- 
ing in this connection. The time for me to ‘step 
down and ouw’ is not far off, but I dislike to see the 
decadence of a soldierly spirit in the Service, and 
the growth of a pestilent spirit of politics in its bad 
sense. The course of the JoURNAL in characteriz- 
ing the skeletonizing of companies as iliegal and in- 
expedient was procuctive of great good to the Ser. 
vice, and to the JOURNAL in the Service. Iam per- 
suaded that you ought to discuss this question 
broadly and fairly,as 1t affects the Service, not as it 
may be of advantage, or otherwise, to individuals. 
I hope I have your pardon if I seem to lecture you. 
It is not in that spirit at ull that I offer my sugges- 
tions.” 

Our correspondent is quite right in suggesting 
that the question of lineal promotion should be 
discussed as a matter of principle, but he might 
bave gone further with benefit tous by showing 
how this very desirable result was to be obtained. 
We have received a variety of communications 
upon this subject, but almost without exception 
the argument for or against the Oathwaite bill 1s 
determined by the obvious persunal interest of the 
writer. Thisis not unnatural, and could be ex- 
cused were it not for the fact that a large propor- 
tion of the letters we have received are personal 
to the extent of charging unworthy motives upon 
those who differ from the writer of each practical 
communication. We are quite willing to discuss 
the subject in all of its bearings, bat we cannot 
permit the JOURNAL to be made the medium of 
stirring up strife among officers. The most im- 
personal letter we have received is from an officer 
who has been looking into the subject of lineal 
promotion. He reports that the first act establish- 
ing it throughont the line was that of June 26, 
1812, viz.: ‘*Promotions shall be made through 
the lines of artillerists, light artillery, dragoons, 
rflemen, and infantry, respectively, according to 
established rule.” The last two words created a 
greater excitement eighty years ago than has Mr. 
Proctor's bill at the present time. The established 
rule is found in Army Regulations of 1818, viz.: 
** Promotions to the rank of captain will be made 
regimentally ; to that of field appointments, by 
line.” It was claimed at the time that there 
never was any such established rule as this prior 
to this act of Congress, and, consequently, it was 
an ex post facto one. Our correspondent argues: 
** Be this as it may, after the publication of the 
Regulations of 1813 the established rule had exist- 


ence.”

The next Act of Congress, and the one from which 
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the present law was codified, was that of March 80, 


1814, viz.: 

From and after the passage of this act promotions 
mey be made (“‘may” bes been changed to “should” 
in R. 8. 1204) tbrough the whole Army in its several 
lines of light artillery, ligbt dragoons; artillery, in- 
fantry and riflemen, respectively; and that the 
relative rank of officers of the same grade, belong- 
ing toregiments or corps already authorized, or 
which may be engaged to serve for five years, or 
during the war, be «qualized and settled by the War 
Department, agreeable to established rules. 

It is very evident, our correspondent thinks, 
that Congress intended that the questionable estab- 
lished rules shonld be limited in their operations to 
those officers then 1n service, or who might come in 
during the time specified, after which the ‘ estab- 
lished rules” became void. That they did so, as in- 
tended, is, as he contends, manifest from the pres- 
ent law, viz.: R. 8., Sec. 1,204. ‘* Promotions in the 
line shall be made through tue whole Army in the 
several lines of artillery, cavalry and infantry re- 
spectively.” He adds: 

These are the laws and all of the laws governing 
in the case, and every promotion in the line of the 
Army which bas not been strictly lineal has clear! 
been illegal. The War Department of course falle 
back upon its ipse dizit, though originally ex post 

acto, for its justifiation. This is found in Army 

gulations, 1889, viz.: Sec. 21. ** Promotions in 
established regiments, corps and departments, to 
the grade of coionel, will be made according to 
seniority, except in case of disability.” Sec. 22. 
* Tn the line of the Army promotions to the grade 
of captain will be made regimentally; to major, 
lieutenant colonel and cvlonel, secnvdlag to arm of 
service.’’ Here we have two “established rules” 
ip juxtaposition, diametrically opposed as re«pects 
the grades of captain and lheutenants. The first is 
the law, the second in violation of it. The first 
covers the jine of the Army, for it is composed of 
the “‘ established regiments.” The law makes pro- 
motion lineal, and the regulation does the same. 
lt is only ~~ illegally qualifying the latter that the 
ends of justice as fixed by law can and bave for 
more than three score and ten years been defeated. 


This 1s the argument of those who favor the 
Outhwaite bill. Concerning the proposed re- 
arrangement of lineal rank which will follow its 
passage, ist Lieutenant O. J. Crane, adjutant, 24th 
Infantry, sends us this statement: 


Weall started with equal chances having, per- 
haps, the small choice pos<essed by those of low 
ae standing, for which vo one else is to 

lame. It bas not beeo entirely chance which has 
worked tbe present changes, and in no case can we 
say tbat any man bas been unfairly treated, least of 
all by his comrad:s who now seem to have the ad- 
vantage. 

And pow after many years of opportunities ne- 
giected by them, the dissatisfied officers insist that 
all this time means nothing, and that the sanction of 
law under wbich we worked out our present advan- 
tege, With equal chances epjvyea by them, should 
not only couat for nothing, but carry with it the 
punisdbment of every <ffiicer who bappens to bave 
prefited by tbe regimeutal system of promotion. 

The regimental system of promotion is the one 
which bas been followed for mwany years, bas al- 
ways bad the support of the War Department, and 
is rigbt aod just tl! Congress gives us lst lieutenants 
another system. But ip so doing, for Congress to 
rob us to give our earnings to our friends of the 
Uuthb waite bill would be a most glaring instance of 
legislative injustice. Let me tell you, Mr. Editor, 
what 1 mean by “neglected opportunities” and 
“¢qual chauces,”’ and to do so 1 will go back to the 
beginning. 

Before leaving West Point each graduate used to 
spend moucnd time and thought in selecting his 
branch of service and regiment. In so doing the fol- 
lowing influevces were at work, viz.; Preference for 
& particular arm and regiment, coior of regiment, 
chance of promotion offered, and Ja-t, but not least, 
the prospect for pleasant stations. Ali this consid- 
ered in close connection with the regimental system 
for promotion under which each graduate calm] 
took the bes that bis graduatiug standing allow 
(in bis opinion). 

Each eraduate made bis selection after due delib- 
eration, tue object of which wasto secure, among 
other things, the bert possible results from tne regi- 
mental syst+m of promotion. Uur chances were as 
equal asd fferenve in class standing would allow. 
Tpat many opportunities were negl« ted then, there 
can be no doubt. For years graauates steadily ig- 
nored the colored regiments, in spite of evideum 
prospect for rapid promotion, and some who were 
aesigped to those reziments promptly transferred, 
excbavgipng good prospect of promution for color of 
regiment, and perhaps a more plea-ant station. 

An example of this class was Fayetie W. Roe, who 
graduatea ip June, 1871, was assigned to the 24th In- 
fantry and transferra in August, 1871, to the 314 In- 
fantry. He wouloa have been made captainin De- 
cem ber, 1887, bad he remained in the 24th Infantry. 
When | graduated in 1877 there were tour vacancies 
in the 241b infantry, two in the 26cb, fivein the 9th 
Cavalry, and six io the 10.b, whicn had been accu- 
mulating for years under the neglect of graduating 
classes; almost all these vacancies had ex.sted more 
than a year. lo my class there werea good many 
who asked for appointments as additional 2d heu- 
tenants in white regiments in preferenceto taking 
8ucd Vace DCies. 

igotthe ranking vacancy in the 24th Infantry, 
though | graduated No. 44 1n a class ot 76 members.

eining ment, the uate or other 
officer continually has opportunities to better his 
condition aa 8 promotion.

We omit a portion of Lieut. Crane’s letter, but no 
part that is essential to the argument. In these 
three communications are clearly presented the dif- 
ferent points of view on the subject of the Outh- 
waite bill. We have long believed that promotion 
should be lineal for all ranks, but the question as 
to how the change should be made, so as to do the 
least injustice to individuals, is one involving so 
many personal considerations that we must decline 
to discuss it. We are quite willing that our corre- 
spondents should discuss it freely, with one single 
restriction, and that is that they wi'l not ask us to 
permit them to suggest through our columns that 
other officers are controlled in their judgment and 
action by motives any less worthy than their own. 
It may be well in this connection to call attention 
to the decision by the Attorney-General in the case 
of the engineer officers of the Navy reported else- 
where. It is to the effect that the practice of years 
cannot be lightly set aside, and where there is grave 
doubt as to the proper construction, the practice is 
ecntrolling. 





THE vacancy created by the retirement of Briga- 
dier General A. V. Kautz, occurred on January 5, 
and for three months our Army has been left minus 
one brigadier general. 's there any other military 
establishment which would be thus dealt with ? Is 
there any precedent in our own service for such 
neglect of obvious duty on the part of the appoint. 
ing power? Is it considered that the office of de- 
paitment commander is of so little accoant in an 
army that it may as well be left vacant? Surely 
one of our coloneis is entitled to his promotion. 
Which one is it? Has he no rights that should be 
respected ? The continued delay in appointing the 
successor to General Kautz gives additional import- 
ance to the statement made some time ago that the 
President is unable to decide between Colonel Oarr, 
the candidate of Secretary Elkins, and Colonel Otis, 
the candidate of ex-Secretary Proctor, and that he 
is waiting for the retirement of General Stanley, 
upon his own application, in order to make both 
appointments at the same time. If the bill to re- 
tire him as a Major-General should pass, it is ex- 
pected that he will withdraw his application for the 
Soldiers’ Home in favor of General Kelton. The 
impression is that the appointment will be held 
open for some weeks. 








AN opinion of considerable interest to the officers 
of the Engineer Corps of the Navy has just been 
banded down by the Attorney-General of the United 
States. It disposes of a question that has long agi- 
tated the miods of the officers of this corps, 
and sets at rest any further doubts as to 
the future action of the Department in regard 
to the promotion of officers from one relative 
rank to another within a specified grade. The case 
was brought forward upon an application by Chief 
Eogineer A. 8. Greene, who was recently advanced 
from the grade of lieutenant-commander to com- 
mander, for a regular commission such as is issued 
to officers regularly promoted from the grade of 
passed assistant engineer to chief engineer. This 
application was denied by the Judge- Advocate Gen- 
eral of the Navy, who claimed tbat the custom had 
always been to issue simply letters of notification 
signed by the Secretary of the Navy to officers pro- 
moted from one relative rank to another within the 
same grade. He also argued that if a regular com- 
mission was issued in cases of this kind it would alse 
be neceseary for the officer so promoted to passa 
regular examination before becoming entitled to 
such promotion. The applicant expressed a willing- 
ness to undergo the examination. In fact, this was 
one of the essential features that be was contend- 
ing for. The Attorney-General concurs in the de- 





cision of the Judge-Advocate General, but admits 


tbat, were it not for the fact that it had been the 
practice of the Department for the past twenty 
years to make this class of promotions by simple 
letters of appointment, strong grounds might be 
urged for the view that it was the intention of Con- 
gress to make new appointments and new commis- 
sions essential in promotions from one relative rank 
to another. The practice of twenty years, 
bowever, he says, cannot be lightly over- 
turned, and when there is grave doubt as to 
the proper construction the practice is controlling. 
This opinion is somewhat of a disappointment to 
the younger officers, who had hoped that ths appli- 
cation of Chief Kagineer Greene would prevail, and 
that the examinations that would necessarily follow 
would result in a number of the older officers being 
transferred from the active to the retired list, 
thereby opening up a new channel of promotion, 
The opinion of the Attorney General is published 
in fullin the current number of the Internal Re- 
venue Record, which can be obtained by enclosing 
fifteen cents in a letter addressed to that paper 
Bennett Building, New York. 











Tue Senate Military Committee makes some very 
sound observations regarding the object of the 
retired lst, in an adyerse report recently sub- 
mitted on the bill to restore aad retire W. C. Beach, 
late captain, U.S. Army. They say: “ The retired 
list of the Army was established for the benefit of 
those officers who had given their whole lives to 
the military profession. It has been the effort of 
this committee in recommending legislation to pre- 
serve the retired list for the purposes originally in- 
tended. Every officer who remains in the Service 
has aright to luok forward to being placed on the 
retired list. It is the one thing that makes him 
content with his position in timeof peace. It is 
the reward of long and faithful service or bravery 
and galiantry. There are but few if any who have 
been placed on the retired list who voluntary re- 
signed qithin the last ten years. Those who have 
bad the favorable consideration of this committee 
were officers who performed gallant service during 
the late war, and who voluntarily resigned at its 
close, or soon after, to enter the walks of civil life, 
and who were old, destitute, and broken io health 
when they made application. Capt. Beach did not 
serve in the late war, although he has seen service 
on the frontier. He is not old, and it is understood 
is far from being destitute. The records of the War 
Department do not afford any evidence that Capt. 
Beach contracted in the mi itary service disabilities 
which would entitle him to retirement.”

FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


At its session on Tuesday last the House Naval 
Committee adopted favorable reports on Senate 
resolution No. 80, authorizing the officers and crew

The first four months of the present session of 
Coneress bave not been very prolific in results so 
far as the yey | and Navy are concerned. Only 
one measure of interest to the service has thus far 
become a law—the bill to give nor-commussioned 
officers the same benefits in regard to certificates of 
merit as are enjoyed by enlisted men. Still there 
are quite 8 number of desirable measures in an ad- 
vanced stage of consideration, and the appropria- 
tion bills are further advanced than usual. Among 
the Army bills that arein advanced stuge of con- 
sideration are the House measure applying the sys- 
tem of lineal prometion to lieutenants of the iine 
and the Senate bills for the relief of Col. Dan Mc- 
Clure and to increase the pay of privates of the 
Hospital Corps. The latter has prese both Houses, 
and only awaits the action of the Senate on the 
amendment made by the House, which reduces the 
amount to be allowed this class of privates from $19 
to $18 per month. The bill for the relief of Col. 
McCiure has passed both Houses, and only requires 
the signature of the President to become a law. 
The lineal promotion bill is likely to be reached by 
the Senate almost any day. 

There is little doubt that the Senate will sub- 
stitute for its own bill the Outhwaite bill 
as recommended by the committee; that is, 
to include lst lieutenants in the existing laws 
ing lineal promotion without‘any rearrange- 
ment of present lineal rank. This will throw the 
bill into conference. Mr. Outhwaite, who will be 
head of the House Conference Committee, while 
uite earnest in his convictions that something 
should be done for the relief of those who have 
suffered the most from the present system, 
is thoroughly wedded to the principle of lineal pro- 
motion, and rather tban have the measure fail 
altogether, will probably not stand in the way of 
the Senate bill applying the system according to 
present lineal rank becoming a law. 

Mr. Proctor’s economic measure for reorganizing 
the artillery and infantry arms is another import- 
ant Army weasure that will soon come up for ac- 
tion in the Senate. Itstands No. 39 on the list of 
bills awaiting action, and is liable to be reached 
almost any day. The passage by the Senate is al- 
most certain, but the chances are rather against it 
in the House, as the economists of the House look 
upon it with suspicion, believing that 1t will be the 
foundation for a large increase in the future. 
Others object because it does not provide the or- 
ganization the Army needs. 

Aitogether the outlook for legislation of this 
pature is not especially encouraging. 

There is a fair prospect, however, for quite a 
number of other military measures, less general in 
their character, becoming laws. We understand 
that Chairman Outhwaite will ask for a night ses- 
sion before long to consider military bills. There 
is little doubt that his request will be granted, as 
he bas the confidence of tne Speaker of the House 
aod the Committee on Rules, besides being emi- 
bently popular witb members of both parties. On 
more than one occasion be bas succeeded in getting 
measures taken up out of tbeir order aud passed— 
measures, too, thac have hitherto evoked great op- 
position. A notabie incident of this kind bappened 
on Tuesday Jast when he succeeded in securing the 
passage by the House for the first time the senate 
bill for the relief of Col. Daniel McClure, which has 
been pending before Congress and the courts for 
the last ten or fifteen vears. 

The House will deal sparingly with appropria- 
tions for fortifications and improvements at mili- 
tary pcste. Tbeitem for this last purpose has been 
cut down to $330,000. There isastrong probability 
that the House will appropriate $150,000 or $200,000 
for the construction of a new post at Helena, Mon- 
tana, but beyond this there is no reason to antici- 
pate any additional appropriations for new posts or 
enlargement of old ones. 

Tite Naval legislation is not so well advanced us 
that forthe Army, and there seems to be little 
chance for any very important legislation effecting 
the personnel.

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journai: 

THOSE familiar with the history of the Medical 
De partment of the Army for the past 20 or 30 years 
will readily bear witness to the faithful and intelli- 
gent service of the acting assistant surgeons. In 
fort and in camp, on the Jong overland expedition, 
or inthe Indian wars, these men have done their 
duty faithfully. During tbe Civil War many distin- 
guished men gave up lucrative practice and, leav- 
ing home, faced the trials, difficulties and dangers 
of active service. Someof these faitbiul surgeons 
have neverreturned. Death found them at their 
posts in the discharge of their duty. They fell in 
battle with the Confederates or in the terrible con- 
flict with the mereiless Indian. Some, after suffer- 
ing from wounds or sickoess incurred in the line of 
duty, returned home to die amid friends. ln mem- 
ory of these brave and devoted men the Association 
of Acting Assistant Surgeons has supplied a memo- 
rial mural tablet, which has been made by Messrs. 
J. avd R. Lamb, to be placed in the chapel of Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas. The cross is solid brase, with 
chiselled ae the panel upon which it rests be- 
ing of solid oak.

On the afternoon of March 16 the Charleston held 
target practice off Monica Bay. The target was 
dropped and the vessel steamed around it firing, 
the range Lema J from 950 yards to 2,500. The range 
was determined Buckper’s method, familiar to 
all naval pe:sors. The practice was in general poor, 
but there was some excellent firing done, the target 
being hit several times aud finally carried entirely 
away by one of the 6 pdr. R. F. guns. Four shots 
(three reduced charge and one full charge) were 
fired from each gun of the main battery and 10 each 
from the secondary battery. At the conclusion of 
the target practice some interesting results were ob- 
tained in testing the powder on hand for pressure, 
thé crusher pressure gauge being used. Three shots 
(full charges) were tired from both an eight and six 

inch guo. The results were as follows: 


Powder used was brown powder (Dupont's). 
Eight-inch Gun. 
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The copper cylinder will stand a preesure of nine 
tons per equare inch before being compressed, so 
there was at lesst a difference ef six tons per square 
inch between the powder used in shots 1 and 2 and 
three from the sixinch gun. The same result was 
obtained jo poe ago with powder Index No. 44. The 
powder u was stored in a magazine underneath 
the dypamo room, the temperature varying from 

00 to 95 deg. 

The increase in pressure in No. 2shot from the 8 
inch gun was probably due to the fact that the pro- 
jectile was not quite home when fired. A. W.C.

The amount for armories and arsenals is reduced 
from $270,893 to $105,800.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Much attention has been attracted to a series of 
articles on the English ry 4 published in a Belgian
